State as compared with the net assessment 
made a year ago. 

Of this $164,329,429 is the increase on per- 
. 8onel property, lands, and.town and city lots, 
these items being included in the report made 
to the State board by the Committee on 
‘General Equalization. | 

‘The net assessment on railroads shows an 
increase of $8,400,000 over the net assessment 
of last year, which shows that the board’ 
| valued the railroad property $42,000,000 high- 
er than it did lest year. — 
Capital Stock Increase $15,000,000. 

The work of figuring up the assessment on 
eapital stock, has not been completed, but 
in round numbers the increase on the net 
assessment of last year will be $15,000;000. 
| ‘The bulk of the increase in the assessment 
on personal property, lands, and town and 
city lots is in Cook County, and for the most 
part the increase is the result of the work 
of the local Assessors, . In making the 
equalization the board made no changes in 
personal property at all, and the changes 
on lands and lots were inconsequential when 
taken as a whole,

on the railroad properties, so as to include 
the capital stock assessment in the assess-. 
ment against their tangible property. It

“Your committee further reports that in 
assessing the Lake Street Elevated railroad 
company, the Metropolitan West Side Ele- 
vated railway company, the South Side Ele- 
vated railroad company, the Northwestern 
Elevated railroad company, and the Union 
Elevated railroad company they did not 
consider, but ignored, the alleged assess- 
ment by the Board of Review of Cook Coun- 
ty of the ‘rolling stock,’ ‘ railroad track,’ 
‘including right of way, superstructure of 
main, side, or second track and turnouts, 
and the stations and improvements on the 
right of way of said elevated railroad com- 
panies, for the reason that this committee 
believes said alleged assessment by said 
Board of Review of the railroad property 
was illegal, null, and 


yoid.”’ 
Increases in Capital Stock. 

Among the more notable increases in capl!- 
tal stock assessments were the following: 

The Chicago elevated railroads were raised 
on their net assessment from $1,100,187 to 
$6,153.760; the Chicago and Alton got a raise 
of $2,751,825. The Union Stock- esis went 
up just $3,000,000. 

The board included in its assessment 
against the-Wnion and Consolidated Trac- 
tion companies the assessment against their 
constituent companies, and the latter were 
not assessed separately, as under the Thomp- 
son decree. 

This action was taken by the adoption of 
resolutions presented by Dr. Barnes, chair- 
man of the Capital Stock committee, setting 
forth that the properties of their constituent 
companies were in the possession of the. 
operating companies and that these were 
responsible for all taxes.

Among the last bits of business transacted 
by the board was the adoption of a resolu- 
tion requesting the Attorney Generai to de- 
fend for that body the mandamus suit 
brought a few days since by the City of 
Chicago and Carter H. Harrison against that 
body.

He 
pawned his last article of value yesterday 
to get money enough,sto pay for a week’s 
board. He now wants to pawn his body 
so that he may end his existence without be- 
ing deprived of enough to eat and a. place 
to sleep. 7 | 
Unable to Do Any Work. 

Parker is suffering from Bright’s disease. 
He appears to be physically unfit to perform 
any work and objects to being placed in the 
incurable ward of a hospital because he 
doesn’t want to become an object of curios- 
ity to medical students. Therefore he has 
resorted to the only means he knows of to 
assure himself a comfortable passing away. 

“I, have been around this world iong 
enough to know that you can’t get some- 
thing for nothing,” Parker'said last night, 
“and I haven't anything to offer now ‘but 
my body. All I wantis enough to eat, a little 
warmth, and a bed. For these Il am willing 
to barter my body to any physician or so- | 
ciety to do with as they see ffi after my death. 
There is but one other course open to me; 
self-destruction, to which I am opposed.”’ 


Tells of Better Days. 

Parker looks and talks intelligently, and 
his appearance bears out his claim that he 
had a place in the world before he was driven 
to seek a small room in the Clark street 
lodging-house and offer his body for sale. 
He has a high forehead, a well-shaped head, 
clean-cut features, and darge, expressive 
eyes. He is 35 years old, stands 4 feet 2 
inches in height, yet his weight is but 105 
pounds. He declared last night that he had 
been withering away for five years. 

Parker says he has been in Chicago but-a 
short time. He states that he came here 
from the West, but refused to tell where he 
had resided. says he is unmarried and 
has no relatives except one sister, and ne 
dves not know where she is.

They 
swarmed in and out, going in empty-handed 
and coming out with their arms loaded with 
all sorts of packages. 

| Crowded All Day Long. . 

The shoppers slid through the mud. They 
could not wade because there were so many) 
in the streets they could not see where they 
were going. ‘They could not jump for the 
same reason. That they did not fall was due 
to the fact there was no room. 

From early in the morning. until late last 
night the business streets were packed with 


people. So dense was the crowd in some 
places the uninitiated shopper was unable 
to get through, and in many cases aban- 


doned all hope of getting the Christmas gifts 
planned. But not so with the ‘experienced 
shoppers. : 

Forgetful of the - predictions. of warm 
weather, they’ came down-town bundled up 
in furs. By noon they appeared as if shop- 
ping for the Fourth of July rather than 
Christmas. The sidewalks were covered 
with mud and water, while the sun was shin- 
ing. as in midsummer. Still wearing their 
furs, they splashed through the mud, untir-

They lined the 
curbs for blocks and sold every kind of a toy 
known to the twentieth century boy and 
girl. Often they stood in mud six inches 
deep while shouting out their wares. ; 

The crowd contained thousands of out-of- 
town people, who arrived Sunday and yes- 
terday morning. The hotels were almost 
filled with that class. The shoppers took 
the places made vacant by the commercial! 
men and other hotel transients who have 
gone home for Christmas. |

MAN IS BADLY BITTEN. 


Spectators Aid One Prisoner to 
-  Eseape After Row in 


Detectives had a hard time yesterday ar- 
resting pickpockets in the holiday shopping 
crowd. Twice they had hard fights with the 
supposed crooks, and fought all alone, none 
among the spectators coming to their aid. 


In one instance the prisoner fought so hard 


and the detective used his “ billy "’ so vigor- 
ously that people cried “ shame."”" That man 
escaped. . 

The first instance was at Washington and 
Clark streets early in the evening, when 
Detectives McCaffrey and Rollins of a State 
street store fought to keep the prisoners 
they had arrested. Later in the evening De- 
tective Magner of the Central Station had 


.@ fight with two supposed pickpockets at 


State and Madison street. 


“Hard Fight in State Street. 


Magner was passing Lioyd'’s, when he 
heard a woman scream. Mrs. 8. Goldamith 
had started to leave the store when two 
men brushed against her and one seized her 
pocketbook. Magner ran in as he heard 
her cry, and Nathan Goldstein of the store 
also rushed to her aid. : 

Magner grappled with ene man, Goldstein 
with the other. Magner’s opponent struck 
the detective a blow in the face that stag~ 
gered him. Magner did not lose his’ hold, 
however, and, drawing his “ billy,’’ he be- 
gan to lay it with force upon the head of 
his prisoner. Then the man made an effort 
to get hold of Magner’s revolver, which 
was im his hip pocket. They fought through 
the store and some distance along the side- 
walk. 

Magner was fighting for his life now and 
the thief for his liberty. The policeman 
realized that if his opponent got his gun 
that he would be shot. With a final blow 
the detective knocked his prisoner to his 
knees and then fell over him. A secosd 
jater the man wae on his feet, and thecrowd 
closing behind him covered his escape. 

Magner returned to the store, where Gold- 
siein was fighting with the other man, 
supposed robber had Goldstein's fingers 
his mouth, and before the detective made 
him loosen his hold he had badly lacerated 
Goldstein's right hand. 

Detective and prisoner fought all the way 
to the patrol box through a throng of eS 
pers. Hundreds of men who were on 


street at the time looked on at the fight, 


but did not lend the detective a helping | 
hand. Goldstein, suffering from the biting 
he had received, could aid him but little. 

’ The man was takem to the Central Sta- 
ticn, where he gave the name of Thomas 
Ryan. He is not known by the police. 


Fight All the Way to Station. 

The other fight took place earlier in the 
evening, when Michael Sherman and David 
Finkel, alleged pickpockets, made an effort 
to escape from Def<-ctives Hugh McCaffrey 
and Frank Rollins. The detectives caught 
the men in a crowd, and from the time of 
their apprehension. until they were behind 
the bars in the Central Station they made a 
desperate fight for their liberty. 

At every corner the men would stop and 
ask aid from citizens. At Washington and 
Ciark streets the men madeafight. Sher- 
man, who was in custody pf McCaffrey, was 
knocked down. \ 

Finally, the prisoners were subdued and 
taken to the station. A crowd of citigena, 
not knowing that McCaffrey and Rollins 
were detectives, followed them to protest. 
When the situation was explained the men 
were locked up. 


New Tricks to Lift Goods.

LONDON, Dec: 28.—The Stock Exchange 
was excited yesterday by the talk of the 
rupture of diplomatic relations between Ar- 
gentina and Chile, and declines of 2% to 8 
points were mafked at the opening in all 
leading stocks of the two republics. 

This was but the beginning of the slump, 
and before noon quotations were down from 
5 to 6 points under pressure of selling orders 
by the panic-stricken investors. Big houses 
interested in South American securities are 
still hopeful, however, and although they 
recognize the gravity of the situation they 
are not flooding the market with stock, as 
they are of the opinion that,at the eleventh 
hour war will be averted by means of pow- 
erful outside intervention. 


Reaction in Kitchener Stock. 
There was also a slight reaction in Kitch- 
ener stock after the recent boom, but it 
ccurred too late in the day to dampen the 
enthusiasm of the Kaffir circus, where ev- 
erybody has been talking peace for days 

past. 
Lord Kitchener's two telegrams from Jo- 
hannesburg show that the peace party 


- among the Boers is not in the ascendant in 
. South Africa just now. Brisk fighting oc- 


curred in the Transvaal and Orange River 
Colonies last week, and on Friday Colonel 
Damant’s column was surprised and over- 
wheimed by Botha at Maggiesdeecl, in the 
Orange River Colony. Damant mistook the 
Boers, who were evidently attired in khaki, 
for some of Hamilton's yeomanry, and he 
only discovered his error when he saw them 
galloping towards his guns. He did his best 
to retrieve the situation, but was dangerous- 
ly wounded, and there were forty-five other 
casualties. Colonel Rimington, who had 
previously lost touch with Damant, then 
Came on the scene and dispersed the Boers 
in all directions. What became of the guns 
is not clear from the official statement and 
further information on this point will be 
welcomed. 

‘In the Transvaal a column under Major 
Bridgeford White, engaged in searching

A TUNNEL 


PRAIN BURNS IN 


SEVEN KNOWN TO BH DEAD IN 
LIVERPOOL DISASTER. 


Burning Fuse on an Electric Car Sets 
Fire to the Woodwork—Flames Are 
Communteated to a Great Pile of 
Creosoted Ties Stacked in an Un- 
derground Passageway — Passen- 
gers Are Half Suffocated and Ru- 
mor Declares Many Burned to Death 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LIVERPOOL, Dec. 24, 4 a. m.—Seven per-' 
sons are known to have been burned to 
death in a strange disaster at the terminus 
of the overhead electric railway at Dingle 
Station. It is reported that many more are 
dead, the number being placed at thirty- 
seven, but it cannot be verified. Seven 
bodies have been recovered. 

The disaster occurred at 6 o'clock last 
evening in a tunnel at the terminus of the 
road. A train of three cars was approach- 
ing the southern terminus at Dingle Sta- 
tion. The motor of the rear car failed in its . 
fusing mechanism, firing the woodwork ot 
the car. | | 

Fire in a Long Tunnel. 

The strong air current through the tunnel, 
which is a fifth of a mille long, caused the 
entire train to catch fire. In the tunnel 
was a pile of railroad ties, soaked in creasote. 
These instantly caught fire. Simultaneous- 
ly the lights were extinguished and Dingle 
Station was quickly filled with smoke. The 
Officials, not knowing the cause, fied, the 
ticket clerk abandoning his cash. When 
they learned of fhe accident the officials re- 
turned and tried to help, but were driven out 
by the smoke. 

The train was packed, but many passen- 
gers had alighted at the previous station. 

Rumors were spread that forty or fifty per- 
sons had been killed, and owing to the dense 
volumes of smoke issuing from the tunnel 
it was some hours before an entrance to the 
tunnel could be effected. — 

Passengers Half Suffocated. 

Many passengers jumped from the burn- 
ing train and rushed out of the tunnel, while 
others were dragged out by their fellow- 
travelers in a half-suffocated condition. 

The station buildings were much dam- 
aged. The bodies of the station foreman 
and the signal boy were extricated, and the 
driver and the guard of the train were re- 
covered. | 

The fire brigade is flooding the tunnel from 
beth ends. The position of the fire and the 
circumstances attending it prevent the ob- 
taining of accurate details. |

Argentina, However, Continues 
to Make Preparation 
for. Conflict. 


WARSHIPS READY FOR SEA. 


VALPARAISO, Dec. 23.—It is reported 
here that the governments of Argentine and 
Chile have signed a protocol, by which they 
agree to submit the questions pending be- 
tween them to the arbitration of Great 
Britain. 


Excitement High in Argentina. 
BUENOS AYRES, Dec. 23.—The patriotic. 
demonstrations growing out of the possibil- 
ity of war with Chile were renewed: here 


today. 

The Argentine fleet, divided into four di- 
visions, will take part in extensive maneu- 
vers next month. The two principal di- 
visions are ready to put to sea at the first 
signal. 

Colonel Pablo Riccheri, the Minister of 
War, has informed President Roca that he 
has available 600 locomotives and 4,000 cars, 
and that on forty-eight hours’ notice he can 
transport 80,000 men to the frontier. | 

It is estimated that the maintenance of 
the army, which will be mobilized by Feb. 5, 
will involve an annual expenditure of $65,- 
000 ,000. 

About 8,000 men have already signed the 
rolls of the Uruguayan volunteer legion. 


Declares Arbitration Unavailing. 

An editorial article in the Pais says the 
interruption in the relations between the two 
countries must necessarily be of short dura- 
tion, as they are mobilizing their reserves 
and could not afford to release them from 
being under arms as long as diplomatic re- 
lations are interrupted. It was possible some 
time ago to submit the whole matter to ar- 
bitration, but such a course is now impossi- 
ble, The decision of the arbitrator could 
not be given before two more years have 
elapsed, and the countries could not remain 
all that time on a war footing. . Therefore, a 
radical solution of the question is necessary. 

Continuing, the Pais advises the Argentine 


government to invite Chile to accept a direct | 


and immediate arrangement or be prepared 
for war. 


British Government Is Anxious. 

LONDON, Dec. 23.—The British govern- 
ment is watching the progress of the dis- 
pute between the Chilean and Argentine 
Republics with considerable anxiety. Nei- 
ther side has as yet approached the British 
Foreign office. If both Chile and Argen- 
tina request Great Britain to arbitrate 
Lord Lansdowne, the Foreign Secretary, 
will promptly acquiesce. 

But the statement of the Argentine Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs that Argentina hag 
referred the matter to the arbitration of 
the British government under the agree- 
ment of 1808 appears to be inaccurate, for 
the Foreign office says the present conten- 
tion is quite beyond the powers of that com- 
mission. 

The appeal of Dr. Alcorta has not yet 
been officially communicated to the British 
Foreign office. When this appeal does reach 
Downing street it will meet with the forego- 
ing answer. 

Opinion in Downing street is that, while 
the cause of the dispute is petty, serious 
consequences May ensue unless prompt ac- 
tion is taken. 

A navigating party of Chilean officers, en- 
gineers and sailors has arrived at New- 
castle-on-Tyne for the purpose of manning 
the warship recently purchased for Chile. 


POPE CRITICISES SOCIALISM. 


Pontiff Speaks of the Danger of the Ex- 
cessive Liberty of Thought of 
Modern Times. 

BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, Dec. 23.—Pope Leo received the 
greetings of the season from the members 
of the College of Cardinals today. In his 
address in reply the aged Pontiff spoke at 
length upon the danger of the excessive 
liberty of thought indulged in at the present 
time. He sharply criticised socialism, agi- 
tation for divorce, and hostility between dif- 
ferent sections of the church. He urged a 
union of all Christian churches. _ 

The church, said his Holiness, is now con- 
fronted by difficulties similar to those of 
earlier times. There were attempts every- 
where to make the masses enemies of the 
church, the religious orders were subjected 
to all kinds of vexatious proscriptions, and 


God's eternal laws. 

The Pontiff said the only means of success- 
fully combating socialism was for Catholics 
to hearken to and obey the instructions of 
the church. 


America at the Vatican. 

LONDON, Dec. 23.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette publishes the following dispatch frém 
Rome today: 

The Vatican is becoming decidedly more 
hopeful that the United States will yield to | 
the Pope’s great desire and appoint a dip- 
lomatie representative to the Vatican. So 
anxious is the Pope for the success of his 
project that he would be satisfied at pres- 
ent with a semi-official repregentative, in 
the hope that he would be eventually turned 
into a Minister or Ambassador. 

It seems that Washington is not unwilling 
to discuss the matter and the Vatican has in- 
timated in return its desire to meet American 
wishes in Cuba and the Philippines and pos- 
sibly create another Cardinal in the United 
States. The Pope is somewhat opposed to 
the latter step while Cardinal Gibbons lives, 
but he may compromise the matter by creat- 
ing Archbishop Corrigan Cardinal of the 
Curta, entailing living in Rome.

KILLS HIS FIVE CHILDREN 


FRENCH FATHER CONVICTED AND 
SENTENCED TO GUILLOTINE. 


Farmer to Be Decapitated for Murder- 

Four of His Daughters, Aged 
Respectively 14, 11, 5, and 4, and a 
Son, Aged 7 Years — Declares the 
Crime Was Committed by Two 
Tramps, Who Also Wounded Him 
During the Struggle. 


CHARTRES, Dec. 23—After a week's 
trial which has attracted the attention of 
the whole of France, Briere, the farmer of 
this vicinity who on April 21 murdered four 
of his daughters, aged respectively 14, 11, 5, 
and 4, and his son, 7 years of age, etabbing 
and beating them to death while they were 
In bed, was found guilty today and con- 
demned to the guiliotine. 

Briere persisted in declaring himself in- 
nocent, but the circumstantial evidence 
against him was overwhelming. — ‘ 


One Pathetic Incident. 
A pathetic incident of the trial occurred 
when Briere’s surviving little daughter (who, 
the police declare, only escaped the fate of 
the other children by not respending to 
Briere’s invitation to go and see him), went 
on the witness stand, sobbingly protesting 
that her father was innocent and begging 
the court to restore him to her. | 


Briere, at the time of the murders, asserted 
that two tramps entered his house during his 
‘absence and killed the children. He added 

that he returned while the murderers were 
robbing the place and that they attacked 
him and after a desperate struggle left him 
for dead, with four stabs in the head. He 
further alleged thet the tramps escaped with 
the sum of 1,600 francs and a number of 
objects of value. 

Suspicion soon fell on Briere. It was qug- 
gested that he murdered his children in a fit 
of drunken madness, as he spent the evening 
of the murders in drinking and as no trace 
of the alleged tramps was found | 


His Own Wounds Slight... | 
Besides this, Briere’s wounds were only 
slight, and the knife with which they were 
inflicted belonged to his house. : 
Finally a blood-stained jacket belonging to 
Briere was discovered, hidden under some 
straw in the court yard. His arrest followed. 
Another theory advanced in connection 
with the murders was that Briere wanted to 
“marry a widow who had rejected him on ac- 
count of his large family, and he therefore 
sent for all his children, some of them at that 
time boarding with neighbors, and commit- 
ted the murders, after which he invented the 
story of the two tramps, hoping to thereby 

shield himself from suspicion. se

Newspaper Man—Founded Sorosis 


and Other Clubs for Women—Was | 


Unfortunate During Last Years. 


New York, Dec. 23.—[Special.]—Mre. Je 
nie C. Croly, widely known by her pen nam 
“ Jennie June,’ died today at noon at 1 
West Forty-third street of heart failure. 
She had never fully recovered her health 
after the fall in which she broke her hip, 
two years ago, and last year heart trouble 
developed. Mrs. Croly returned last spring 
from England, where she had been in the 
hope of recovering her strength. 

Arrangements for the funeral have not 
been completed, but it is thought by the 
family that services will be held on Christ- 
mas morning, and the interment will take 
place privately at a later date. The burial 
will be at Lakewood, N. J., where 
is interred. Mrs. Croly’s son and daughter 
and her daughter-in-law were with her when 
she passed away. 


Born in England in 1830. 


Jennie Cunningham Croly was the daugh- 
ter of a Unitarian minister and was born in 
Market Harborough, Leicestershire, Eng- 
land, on Dec. 19, 1830. Her family came to 
the United States when she was 9 years old 
ree most of her life has been passed in this 

y. 

She began to write at an early age, and 
had been called the pioneer newspaper wom- 
an. Marrying a newspaper man, David G. 
Croly, when extremely young, she wrote for 
the papers with which he was connected and 
for many others. Over the signature “ Jen- 

“nle June,” Mrs. Croly conducted depart- 
ments in several periodicals and  corre- 
sponded with others until within a few 
ears. 

She is sald to have introduced the “* syn- 
dicate ’’ system and many other newspaper 
novelties. 

She has been termed “the mother of 
clubs,’ because Sorosis, the pioneer woman's 
club, was founded by her, and the Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs owes its existence to 
her. 

Sorosis was organized in 1868, and Mrs. 
Croly was asked to be its President, but re- 
fused. She accepted the Vice Presidency, 
with Alice Cary as chief officer. Mre. Croly 
became the second President, however, being 
elected by acclamation. 

From that time until the accident, twe 
years ago, that unfitted her for active work, 
Mrs. Croly remained one of the most ener- 
getic members of the club, and was its Pres- 
ident from 1874 to 1886. , 

The General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
was the offspring of her happy thought to 
celebrate the twenty-first birthday of 
Sorosis, in 1889, by a convention of women's 
clubs, with the ultimate object of forming 
a federation, which was organized the year 
following. 

Dies Without Wealth. 

Mrs, Croly was most unfortunate during 
the last years of her life. In addition to her 
ill-health and helplessness, the enterprises 
in which her money was invested failed and 
‘her income was greatly reduced. Sorosis 
elaimed the right to provide for Mrs. Croly, 
and had done so for a short time. 

Mrs. Croly leaves a son, Herbert, and two 
daughters, Mrs. Fred Sidney, now in Eng- 


‘+ land, and Mrs. William Mathot. 


WILLIAM E. CHANNING DIES. 


Well-Known New England Author 
Passes Away at His Home in 
Concord, Mass. 


Concord, Mass., Dec. 23.—[Special.]—WIll- 
iam Ellery Channing, author, died today, 
He was a writer of marked ofiginality and 
poetic power. His published volumes num- 
ber nine, and he left copious manuscripts 
from which selections will be made for pub- 
lieation later. 


William Ellery Channing was the son of 
Walter Channing of the famous New Eng- 
land family. He was named for his uncle, 
William Ellery Channing, the New England 
preacher, orator, and author, whose work 
in the cause of abolition made him even more 
prominent than his books. : 

Channing was born in Boston on June 10, 
1818, and was educated at Round Hill School, 
Northampton, at the Boston Latin School, 
where he had Charles Sumnef as instructor, 
and at Harvard.

‘‘ Near Home,” and “ The Woodman.” His 
“ Life of Thoreau ” was his best known prose 
work.

De Wet was 
driven off with the loss of twenty men 
There were twelve casualties on the sid 
of the British. 


Attack at Eland-Spruit. 

A force of Boers dufing the night of Dec 
19 attacked the British post at Hland-Spruit 
but were driven off, leaving e‘eht men killed, 
including Commandant Krieze, Field Cornet 
Mahon, who was wounded, and- three other 
wounded men were also left on thé flad 
Other wounded Boers were carried off in 
blankets. The British casualties were seven 
_men killed and six officers and eighteen men 
| wounded, 

In the eastern part of the Transvaal cl- 
ony Colonel Mackenzie attacked Command- 
ant Smith’s force of Boers at Lake Banagher 
on Dec. 20, killing six and capturing six- 
teen of them. Commandant Smith escaped, 
British losses are not given, 


British Losses Are Serious, 

On Dec. 20 200 mounted infantry, ii the 
neighborhood of Beginderyn, were @vided 
into parties and were searching farmé when 
they were attacked by 300 Boers and forty 
armed natives, under Commandant Brits. 
The Boers charged determinedly in over- 
whelming numbers. Beyond the fact that 
the British casualties were severe, no details 
have been received. It is known, however, 
that several officers were dangerously 
wounded. 

Botha Attacks in Force. 

‘The most spirited engagement took plaw 
at Tafel-kop, in the Orange River coltay, 
where General Botha with 800 men surpriat 
the advance guard of a British forces cm 
manded by Colonel Damant. A part of 
Botha’s force were dressed as British yoo- 
men, ‘and by this ruse succeeded in decely- 
ing Damant’s force until it was too late for 
the latter to recover. ; 


Race for a Kopje. 

The Boers engaged in a thrilling race with 
the British in the attempt to be first im gain- 
ing the crest of the kopje. The Bosmgaimed 
the summit first and opened a heavy ifeon 
the single troop of Damant’s Rorse, Which 
took part in the race for the kepje. These 
troopers took advantage of the Mitle cover

The subcommittee, composed of Aldermen 
Moynihan, Kenna, and Alling, sent in two 
reports, one recommending that all patrol- 
men receive $1,200, and a minority report 
by Alderman Alling favoring the graded 


m. 
Chief O'Neill was called before the com-~- 
mittee and submitted a plan of his own. 
He said the first demand of the force was 
for at least 200 more men. These secured, 
he would favor grading their pay so that 
new men would receive $900 a year, men who 
had over four years $1,000, and those 
over ten years $1,100. The pay of ser- 
geants and Lieutenants to be increased in 
proportion. He also recommended a clause 
whereby a patrolman could be reduced to a 
lower salaried grade for bad behavior. Al- 
derman Alling moved to amend the Chief's 
suggestion by making the pay $1,000, $1,100, 
and $1,200 in the various grades, but got 
no second. 

“I don’t see what good ft will do,”’ re- 
marked Alderman Brennan (Dighteenth 
Ward), afterwards. ‘The Finance com- 
mittee will fix the same old salaries in the 
appropriation bill.” 


City Coal Contracts Awarded. 

The city coal contracts were awarded yes- 
terday. They call for the delivery of 115,- 
450 tons of coal, mostly smokeless from 
Maryland and West Virginia, with some IIli- 
nois and Indiana lump. The difference in 
price between this year’s contracts and what 
the city had to pay last year shows a saving 
to the municipality of $105,997. In addition 
to this the city was enabled to contract for 
smokeless this year in two stations where 
bleck was used last.

CONTRACT GOAL SOLD OUT 


ON ASKED OF COUNTY 
AGENT TO SUBSTITUTE. 


He ' ellis William Kuech en & Co. They 


Must Furnish Island City Fuel for 


the Poor, as Agreed—Dealers Say the 
Situation in General Is Easing Up, 
but-They Fear Results of Another 
Cold Snap—Many Cars Are at Pres 
ent Tied Up. 


The great demand for coal and the short- 
age in the supply has brought a request from 
William Kuechen & Co., who fill the orders 
of the County Agent, for permission to sub- 
stitute ‘another coal for Island City coal 
Superintendent of Public Service McLaren 


| insists that the contractor shall send out the 


coal to the poor as he contracted to do. 
The contractor found yesterday that he 
could not purchase Island City coal in the 


market and immediately sent a letter to the 


County board requesting relief. Mr. McLaren 
called, up certain dealers and found that four 
cars Island City coal were all there was 
on the market, and $3.75 or $4 a ton was 
demanded for this coal, while the contract 
price is $2.72. 

**I do not care to be. hard to the contrac- 
tor,” said Mr. McLaren, “ but the line must 
be drawn somewhere, and it is not the 
fault of the county that he is unable to get 
coal. If we permit him to substitute coal of 
the same value, what is to hinder every other 
contractor from demanding the same privi- 
lege? The County Agent has plenty of fuel 
for the poor at present and they will not be 
permitted to suffer.” 

Less Stringency in Coal Market. 

Prominent coal men stated during the day 
that the coal situation was easing up a bit, 
but they are still uneasy through fear ofa 
sudden cold snap. Few of the yards are well 
supplied, The railroads are handling im- 
menge amounts of freight, and only the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois has given pref- 
erence to coal shipments. Junction points 
are crowded with empty coal cars or Chicago- 
bound loads which the roads are unable to 
move. The’ warmer weather has enabled the 
roads to haul heavier traing, but in the event 
of a second cold snap it is conceded by the 
coal men that all the roads must follow the 
lead of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois or 
there will be trouble 


Many Cars Awaiting Engines. 


The Island Coal company ha@ 150 cars of 


‘coal tied up in its yards at Linton and 


Island City, Ind. Out of several hundred 
cars loaded in the Springfield district on Sat- 
urday, the F. G. Hartwell company waa able 
to land only four, the remainder staying out- 
side the city. The Chicago, Wilmington and 
Vermilion Coal company has cars tied up 
on seven different lines approaching the city. 


Stores Pay High Prices, | 

The State street stores have had a hard 

time keeping their bins filled. One store 

paid $6 a ton for twelve tons of coal which 
ordinarily sells for $3.25.

MACLAY WEAKENS 
AND WILL RESIGN 


“Man Who Attacked Schley De- 
fies President, but Soon 
Changes His Mind. 


TO QUIT THE NAVY TODAY. 


“Historian”: Thinking Himself 
Safe Behind Civil Service 
Law Defies Removal. 


MILES MAY MAKE FIGHT. 


New York, Dec. 23.—[{Special.}|—Edgar 
Stanton Maclay, the “historian,”” whose 
resignation as special laborer in the Brook- 
yn navy yard has been demanded by Sec- 
retary Long, sent a letter to that official to- 
day. He declined to discuss its contents, 
but in an interview said he saw no reason for 
resigning. 

“ After I sent the letter to Washington,”’ 
Mr. Maclay said, ‘‘I learned for the first 
time that the President of the United States 
has power to take exception to anything con- 
cerning civil service regulations, and in that 
case I shall resign right away. I will for- 
ward my resignation tomorrow.”’- | 

Prior to this Maclay defied President 
Roosevelt. He wrote a letter to Rear 
Admiral Barker, commandant of the Brook- 
lyn navy yard, in which he refused absolute- 
ly to resign from the service as demanded 
by the President. He asked the commandant 
that, charges be preferred against him, so 
that he might have a fair trial. 

Maclay took the position that the President 
was powerless to put him out of office. He 
said Mr. Roosevelt was bound to execute the 
laws enacted by Congress, and that, inas- 
much as Congress nmiade the civil service 
law, the President. must see that it is ex- 
ecuted faithfully. 


Maclay Prepared for Fight. | 


“The greatest living historian "’ evidently 
had his plen of action all thought out and 
already written, for he sent his reply as soon 
as he received the order to resign. He would 
not give his letter out for publication, but 
he had this to say: 

**I have been here for fifteen months, and, 
sc far as I know and believe, my record its 
unspotted.’” In his letter he went on to say 
that he would not resign, and that he wanted 
charges preferred against him, so that he 
could know of what he is accused and make 
a defense. 

“*No, did not say that the President is 
as bad as the Czar of Russia. I said that the 


Czar had power to arbitrarily put a man out | 


of office, but that Mr. Roosevelt had not. 

*“*T have done nothing more than write the 
commandant and ask that charges be pre- 
ferred against me, and I will do nothing 
more just now. I have not been suspended 
and am working here today, as I have been 
doing for fifteen months. | . 


Works to Get “ Information.” 


_“T have not employed any lawyer and do 
not see why I should have counsel to help 
me answer the simple questions that may 
be put to me. I have tried to do my duty 
here and have broken no rules, and shall 
simply stand by my rights, more for the 
principle of the matter than anything else, 
for my position here pays me little and is 
chiefly valuable because of the experience 
and inf ation it affords me as material 
for my bodks. : 

“I did not say I knew why Admiral Dewey 
wrote a minority report favoring Admiral 
Schley. I had a vague idea, but I knew 
nothing.”’

GEN. ALGER 18 NO WORSE 


FORMER WAR SECRETARY IS NOT 
‘YET OUT OF DANGER. 


Attendant Physicians Say Crisis Will 
Not Be Past Until Fourth Day After 
Operation—Galistones Not Found, 
but Diseased Ducts Were Cleared— 
Surgeons Criticised for Taking Too 
Great Risk—Other Notahle Men Who 


Detroit, Mich., Dec. 23.—[Special.]—Gen- 
eral R. A. Alger passed a fairly good day 
after the operation of yesterday, and several 
bulletins signed by C. G. Jennings and H. W. 
Longyear have been issued, stating that the 
sick man is holding his own, but it is un- 
officially learned that his condition is con- 
sidered to be quite grave. Blood poisoning 
is feared. 

A bulletin given out tonight stated that 
his temperature is 190 and pulse 78. Last 
night the General vomited twice, and his 
sleep was interrupted. On the authority 
of Dr. C. G. Jennings, General Alger’s at- 
tending physician, it may be stated that 
the General has passed the first great dan- 
ger. ‘If, at the end of the fourth day, no 
unfavorable symptoms have developed, Gen- 
eral Alger may be said to be practically out 
of danger,’ said Dr. Jennings.

HBLD FAST; AWAITS DOOM 


SWITCHMAN WATCHES AS CAR 
WHEELS CRUSH OUT HIS LIFE. 


Foot Senate in Frog, Clarence J. Sizer 
Signals Oncoming Train in Vain— 
Crtes of Alarm Drowned by Rattling 
Trucks—Pushed to the Rail, His Leg 
Is Mangled from Ankle to Hip—Dy- 
ing Words Were to Spare Young 

Wife a Shock. 


Struggling with all his strength to tear his 
foot from a switch frog which imprisoned 
him, Clarence J. Sizer, a switchman on the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad, watched 
, an engine slowly back down upon him until 
the rear wheels of the tender caught his 
foot. 

He shouted and wayed his arms to warn 
the crew of the engine, but without effect, 
for the freight cars jarring over another 
switch drowned his voice, The wheels slow- 
ly ran up his legs, crushing them to the 
—. and it was only then the engineer saw 

im 


With a-jerk that threw the locomotive 
from the track the engineer reversed the 
power, but it was too late. 


Dies at the Hospital. 

Sizer was carefully lifted to the cab of 
another engine, which made a record-break- 
ing run to the Kingie street office. Anambu- 
lance was waiting, and the wounded man 
quickly transferred to St. Luke’s Hospital, 
where the surgeons at ofte put him.on the 
operating table, and began their efforts to 
save his life. He-died, however, before they 
hardly had begun. é 


Thinks of Wife and Baby. 

As Sizer was lifted from the engine cab 
to the ambulance he thought of his wife 
and baby at home, and said to those around 
him: 

‘* Don’t tell my wife that I am hurt. It 
will make her worry. I will come out all 
right and she can get the news gently.”’ 


Unable to Release Foot. 

The accident occurred when the young 
man threw his switch for an engine, which 
was backing down toward the Deering siding 
with a long string of freight cars. In some 
manner his foot caught in the frog, and he 
was unable to jerk it loose. He tried to un- 
tie his shoe and thus secure releasé, but the 
rails had taken a grip on the foot just below 
the ankle, and he could not move it. 

The noise of the cars drowned his cries 
of alarm and the huge bulk of the tender 
hid him from view. The fender caught his 
knees ‘and threw him backward, and the 
wheels ran along his legs, crushing the 
flesh and bones to a bleeding mass. His 
shrieks of agony rose above the noise of the 
train, and finally penetrated the engine cab. 

By derailing bis engine with an instant 
application of the air brakes, and reversing 
the steam, the engineer prevented the young 
man from being ground to pieces, but it was 
too late to save his life. | 


New Man in Yards. 


Sizer was 23 years old and was called “‘ the 
boy switchman,” for he was the youngest in 
the company’s service in the Diversey street 
yards. He Was employed only a month ago, 
and brought his gir. wife and 16-néonths-old 
baby from Barrington, Hl. They lived in a 
cottage at 29 Metropolitan place. 

Sizer left his home at 6 o'clock on Sunday 
morning, bound for his day's work. At 2 
p. m. Mrs. Sizer was notified that her hus- 
band had been hurt and was in St. Luke's 
Hospital. Taking her baby, she went to 
the hospital, and on arriving there found her 
husband dead. The body was removed to an 
undertaker’s rooms and will be taken to 
Barrington for burial. |

Professor Novy’s High Standing Ac- 
cepted’ as Evidence There Must Be 


Benzozone,"” the discovery of Professor 
Frederick G. Novy of the University of 
Michigan, will accomplish an end that has 
been sought for years by bacteriologists, 
according to professors of bacteriology at 
the University of Chicago, if the tests prove 
all that is claimed for it. 

According to the reported claims of the 
Michigan professor, ‘‘ benzozone” will be 
the deadly enemy of cholera, yellow fever, 
and all intestinal diseases. Practical ex- 
periments are said to. have been carried on 
in Ann Arbor, in which seven medical stu- 
dents were treated, with satisfactory re- 
sults. 

‘So little has been said about Professor 
Novy’s discovery that it is hard for one to 
discuss the possible results,” said Professor 
E. O. Jordan of the department of bacteriol- 

‘ There seems to be no reason to doubt 
that he has had excellent success. He isa 
bacteriologist of high standing, and his work 
has been along the lines of his discovery.” 


Doctors Are Skeptical. 


On the other hand, Chicago physicians, 
while declaring that such an antiseptic asa 
‘“ benzozone”’ is highly desirable, are skep- 
tical that such an agent has been found. . 

“Tf such an agent has been discovered it 

will be of great value to the medical pro- 
fession,”’ said Dr E. Wynekoop, city 
bacteriologist. “ Professor Novy stands 
high, and he undoubtedly has discoveped 
something of value’ or he would not go on 
reeord in saying 
- * TJ am inclined to be skeptical in accept- 
ing the published reports of the discovery,” 
said Dr. J. D. Hammond, house physician 
of the Auditoriumi Annex. “If all claimed 
for it is true, undoubtedly a valuable agent 
has been found.” : 


Welcome Better Methods. 


“We are pretty well supplied with intes- 
tinal .germicides,”’ said. Dr. Arnold C. Klebs, 
“but we would welcome anything better 
than those in use. Internal antiseptics 
never have done much good.”’ 

“ There is nothing new about an intestinal

MORE HONORS FOR HENROTIN. 


Belgian Consul at Chicago Receives 
More’ Decorations—Twenty-five

RULING ON DEBTS FOR OPTIONS. 


Appellate Court Decides That a Judg- 
ment Secured for Such Obligations .

The Federalists during John Adams’ ad- 
ministration passed a law raising to fifteen 
years the period of residence preceding ad- 
mission to citidenship. The law was an 
unpopular one, and was repealed soon after 
the first election of President Jefferson. 
For almost a century there hag been a 
five-year provision. A great many persons 
have been naturalized who ought not to 
have been—who knew nothing of the duties 
and responsibilities of citizenship. The 
fault has not been with the law, but with 
the Judges who have administered It, and 
who have often made naturalization a farce. 
No amendment to the constitution restrict- 
* ing naturalization in the manner spoken of 
will be ratified if submitted, and no Con-

THE “ROUND-ROBIN” EPISODE. 
There is a disposition on the part of some 
Democratic newspapers to criticise Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for reprimanding General 
Miles. They assume that the President's 
past military record is open to criticism on 
account of his action in the matter of the 
celebrated round-robin episode in front cf 
Santiago. 

This criticism of the President, in the 
opinion of Tur Tripune, is not justifiable. 
The round-robin period was one of great 
stress and storm at Santiago. A crisis ap- 
parently had arrived of such a nature that 
it involved the fate of an army. Colonel 
Roosevelt—as he was at that time—could 
not act differently without failing to per- 
form what he conceived to be a patriotic 
duty, and one which appealed to the higher 
sentiments of humanity. Hence it was that 
mere considerations of military etiquette 
weighed so lightly withhim. — 

It was not so much a question in Colonel 


‘Roosevelt’s mind at that moment whether 


he should be censured or not. The alterna- 
tive presented to him was whether he 
should keep silent or whether he should 
speak out, and in so.doing possibly save 
the lives of thousands of his fellow-soldiers 
and fellow-citizens. | 
Colonel Roosevelt, caring less for the 
observance of military punctilio than for 
the preservation of the lives of his com- 
rades, preferred to speak out. In so doing 
he accomplished that which he set out to | 
do. It must be said, too, that he was in 
extellent company in the “ round-robin” 
period. No soldier need be ashamed of see- 
ing his signature recorded in history by the 
side of those of Generals Kent, Bates, 
Chaffee, Summer, Ludlow, Ames, and 
Wood. | 
Already history hae vindicated the wis 
dom of Colonel Roosevelt in jointing in the 
“round robin.” If he had been “cen- 
sured ” a hundred times by the authorities 
at Washington he would have been justified 
in signing it. The reception ‘which it met 
with from the whole country was a sufficient 
justification of it. Probably no single act 
of President Roosevelt’s life was more 
generally approved by his fellow-citizens 
than that brief story of the perilous situa- 
tion at Santiago, which resulted in the re- 
moval of the army at a critical moment 
from a station where it was exposed to 
grave danger without any possible benefit 
accruing therefrom to a position of com- 
General Miles was not spurred on by any 
such necessity. He was not compelled to 
speak out for Admiral Schley or anybody 
else. It was not a life and death question. 
It was a matter of pure volition, and he 
exercised it well knowing he was indiscreet 
and perhaps expecting—even inviting—the 
“reprimand ” which followed. 

We do not choose to put these two cases 
in the same class and probably the public 
will not do so. | 


GIVING BOYS REAL HOMES. 

It is reported that two Chicagoans have 
offered to take three boys from the John 
Worthy School and find them homes and 
employment, pledging themselves to a direct 
and personal supervision of the boys’ wel- 
fare. This is an incident upon which one 
can dwell with no little satisfaction. It 
gives evidence of a feeling of personal re- 
sponsibility. It shaws that these two men 
do not think that they have done their whole 
duty when they sign a check for the Soci- 
| ety for the Alleviation of Juvenile Suffering. 

They seem inclined to admit that check- 
book philanthropy, while honorable and 
necessary, does not relieve one from certain 
personal obligations that are nowadays in- 
cluded under the term “ personal service.” 

These obligations are not universally un- 
derstood. [ is occasionally the case that 
an employer will deal harshly and tyrannic- 
ally with employés with whom he is in daily 
contact at the same time that his name 
appears in the lists of contributors for char- 
itable purposes. Such a policy reminds one 
of the scene in “ Louis XI.,” where the 
King is discovered kissing his silver image 
of St. Paul, and in a transport of devotion 
asking to be forgiven for the “ one little 
murder” that he intends that evening to 
commit. subscribe to charities is an act 
of generosity that is not to be denounced or 
| discouraged. It is, of course, highly com- 
mendable.

POLITICS IN THE POSTAL SERVICE. 
About a year after Charlies Hmory Smith 
was appointed Postmaster General, and he 
had acquired a general knowledge of the 
duties of his office, he said in a private con- 
versation: | 


The Postmaster Generalship ought to be a per- 
manent office. It is impossible for a man taken, 
as the Postmaster General always is, from pri- 
vate life or official place, with no knowledge or 
experience the business, to acquire a sufficient 
knowledge the work in the time he has before 
him. To be Postmaster General is a profession 
in itself. It takes a lifetime to acquire full knowl- 
edge of it. | 

-This is perfectly true, but it is idle to 
expect permanency of tenure in this office. 
When one party goes out of power and an- 
other comes in there must be a change in 
the Postmaster Generalship. Often. polit- 
ical exigencies seem to require such a 
change, although the party to which the 
incumbent of the office belongs still remains 
in power. This is unfortunate, but there 
is no remedy for it. | 

. While the Postmaster General can be in 
office for a comparatively brief time, the 
efficiency of the postal service will not be 
seriously affected thereby if his immediate 
assistants and their subordinates ‘can be 
given a permanency of tenure which is de- 


litical changes did not affect the four 
Assistant Postmasters General as at pres- 
ent, then the department, which is or ought 
to be simply an agency for conducting an 
extensive, important, and expensive bnsi- 
ness, would have the services of men who 
understood their business thoroughly. 
When any one of them could not perform 
the best of service, then the chief of di- 
vision who had the necessary qualifications 
should be promoted to fill the vacancy. 

_ There is not so much politics in the postal 
service as there used to be. The election 
of a President by the “outs” is not fol- 
lowed by the removal of department clerks, 
of railway mail employés, and carriers. 
But there are 77,000 postmasters who 
have not been taken out of politics. They 
are the great political factor in what ought 
to be a purely business branch of the gov- 
ernmemt service. The Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General, who has charge of the 
appointments to the small fourth class 
postmasterships, numbering now over 72,- 
000, has been known as the ‘* headsman,” 
or the “executioner,” and has been lauded 
by party friends for the rapidity with which 
he swung his ax. Congressmen belonging 
to the dominant party would be saddened 
if a coldly neutral Fourth Assistant Post- 
master General were to haye charge of 
removals and appointments. — 

Successive Presidents have to some ex- 
tent ‘driven politics out of the postal serv- 
ice, but much yet remains to be done to 
make the work complete. It may well be 
that President Roosevelt, who is a firm be- 
liever in the merit system, will do some- 
thing in this direction in due time, In this 
good work it is to be expected that he will 
have the hearty assistance of Postmaster 
General Payne, who has sufficient acquaint- 
ance with postal affairs to know that the 
less politics there is in them the better are 
the people served and the greater the repu- 
tation a Postmaster General can acquire.

| opportunity amid the pressure of the times 
to think and write upon the theory of the law; 
in other words, to make a science rather 
than a practical art of the legal profession. 
Three well known books were left by him 
as his valuable contribution to the literature 
of jurispruden “Injunctions,” ‘“* Receiy- 
ers,’’ and “‘ Extraordinary Legal Remedies ” 
—but these, while they represented the most 
scholarly qualities of his mind, did not reveal 
certain other literary qualities which he has 
known to possess; and this fact has prompted 
the members of his family to gather into a 
single volume certain of his lectures. To 
this volume, entitled ‘A Great Chancellor and 
Other Papers,"’ Mr. Edwin Burritt Smith has 
contributed a warmly appreciative sketch of 
the life and achievements of Mr. High. This 
memorial was first prepared for the Chicago 
Ldterary club, of which Mr. High had been 
one of the most enthusiastic members, and it 
sets forth the record of a typical American— 
or @ man whom in our patriotic pride we 
would fain consider typical. Under diffi- 
culties, with courage, modesty, self-denial, 
and simple faith in himself and his environ- 
ments, Mr. High arose to the position of one 
entitled to speak with authority upon ques- 
‘tions connected with his profession. Among 
other credits set over against his name was 
that of one of the best after dinner speakers 
of this city; and it may be that as many 
listened to him in this capacity as listened to 
him in the students’ seats of the universities. 

The papers which form the subject matter 
of the book were most of them delivered as 


hn, and “A Great Chancellor ” 
(Lord Bidon) was first read before the Chi- 
cago Literary club, then delivered as an ad- 
dress before the law students of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan and the Northwestern 
University.

Growth of the High Court of Chancery,” a 
most instructive and historically interest- 
ing paper, was delivered first before the 
Union College of Law, then given repeatedly 
before the law departments of the North- 
western, Michigan, Wisconsin, and lowa Uni- 
versities, being called for again and again 
by successive classes and delivered the last 
time before the University of Pennsylvania. 
“The Professional Outlook,”’ In some ways 
the most pregnant address of the collection, 
had a popularity no less remarkable than the 
one to which reference was last made. ‘‘ My 
Hero,”” “ The University of Wisconsin Dur- 
ing the War,” “ The Evolutionof the Mug- 
wump,"’ Walton's Angler and Its BibH- 
ography,’’ and two memorial addresses com- 
plete the contents of a singular book—a book 
revealing an earnest, temperate, thoughtful, 
and appreciative personality. Men so given 
to reflections as Mr. High were not common 
in his generation and his surroundings. 
Where the impulse for individual expression 
| revealed itself in action this man was able 
to constitute himself a historian, a com- 
mentator, a theorist. He had the scientific 
attitude toward ideas. He could classify 
them, perceive them in their historical rela- 
tions, and express himself in such a manner 
as to give due value—no more and no less— 
to his recitals of fact and to his expositions 
of theories. A nice use of English and a 
conscientious restraint were observable in 
all he did and a sane idealism permeates 
even his most academic work.

Brief Mention. | | 

A timely life of McKinley has been issued 
by Laird & Lee. Its size recommends it, 
and although the contents show haste in 
composition they contain a great deal of 
interesting matter concerning the interest- 
ing subject. In the biography of McKinley 
the fact is brought out that Francis McKin- 
ley, great-granduncie of the President, was 
in 1798 shot in Ireland for leading the re- 
bellion of that year, and that in charge of 
the British shooting squad was Captain 
Hanna, the great-grandfather of the man 
who did so much to make McKinley Presi- 
dent. A photograph of the Irish burying 
ground of the McKinleys was taken by a 
lady and sent to the President, arriving on 
the day he was shot. Tributes to the mar- 
tyr President are printed in the book, and

Pretenders are only dangerous when they 
are poor and when they are rendered desper- 
ate by financial straits. Napoleon III. was 
virtually penniless when he secured the 
French throne, and so, too, was his uncle, the 
first Napoleon, when he established himself 
in supreme control at Paris at the beginning 
of the last century. Don Carlos was a 
penniless adventurer at the time when he 
embarked in the last two Carlist insurrec- 
tions, plunging Spain into a ruin from which 
she has not yet recovered. He was so poor 
in those days that he was obliged to pawn his 
decorations, including the jeweled insignia 
of the Order of the Golden Fleece, in order 
to obtain money. 

In fact, impecuniosity on the part of the 
pretenders and monetary straits have been 
the real cause of most of the monarchical 
risings and coups d'état that have taken 
place, and it is just a question whether it 
would not be worth while for the French 
government to. pay annuities to Prince 
Napoleon and to the Duke of Orleans in the 
event of either of them ever losing their 
present income, so as to keep them from 


mischief. 


Colonel Sir James Sadler, who has been 
appointed British Commisisoner and Goy- 
ernor of Uganda in the place of Sir Harry 
Johnston, will be remembered at Chicago as 
the English Consul there for a number of 
years. He is not, strictly speaking, an army 
man, his military title being due to his con- 
nection with the militia. Aftef leaving Chi- 
cago he was transferred to South America, 
and was Consul General for some time at 
Valparaiso, being knighted on his retire- 
ment two or three years ago.

Incidentally I may mention that, Prince 
Albert of Hohenlohe, who is barely 24 years 
of age, has just been placed under restraint 
as a lunatic, after a careér of wild eccen- 
tricity. He is a scion of that great Hohen- 
lohe family, one of whose members is Gov- 
ernor General of Alsace-Lorraine, another 
Regent of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, yet another 
member was Chancellor of the German 
Empire until superseded by Count von 
Biilow, and which is closely related to the 
reigning houses of Prussia, Baden, Wurtem- 
berg, and Great Britain. ie

Otis Skinner advi the members of the 
Ravenswood W ’s club yesterday aft- 
ernoon to shed a few tears at the theater 
when they feel moved to do so.. Chicago 
audiences, he believes, are missing much 
enjoyment of the drama because they are 
ashamed to let their emotions find expression 
in public. Instead of weeping at the right 
point, he says, the women in his audience 
give a hysterical titter. This is extremely 
trying to the actor. .

‘You rob yourself of a great deal 
of pleasure in bringing a too critical spirit 
to the theater.

Resents the Hysterical Titter. 


“But I have noticed sometimes, when 
the heroine is yielding up her soul, that 
instead of tears there is a hysterical titter, 
somewhat I suppose it is the 
means by which people escape showing 
their real feelings. 

‘* But actors and audiences should both 


‘have control of their emotions at all times. 


I once was in a theater where a somewhat 
melodramatic production was being given, 
and I should not care to witness a repeti- 
tiom of the incident that occurred there. At 
the end of the second act there was a 
scene between a boy left alone on the coast 
of Greenland, where a ship had been 
wrecked, and a villainous sailor who in- 
tended to kill the boy with an ax. The in- 
mnocence of the boy and his entire lack of 
suspicion fnally converted the sailor. But, 
while it still seemed apparent that the boy 
would be killed, I noticed a boy in the bal- 
cony leave his seat, swing over the railing, 
and drop into the first box. In doing so he 
cut his face. Rushing on to the stage, with 
the blood streaming down from his head, 
he said: 

D—n you, don’t you dare to touch 
that boy!’ 

Wants Audiences to Be Optimistic. 


Mr. Skinner compared the different spirits 

he finds exhibited by audiences to the dif- 
ference in the French and English laws. 
He urged his hearers to stick to the Anglo- 
Saxon in both “The French law,” he 
said, “presumes a@ man guilty after he is 
once suspected until he has proved himseif 
innocent. The English law presumes him 
innocent until he is proven guilty. It seems 
to me a theater audience would get more 
pleasure if they would adopt the latter 
spirit, enjoying what they see of good in an 
actor and a piay, and not trying to pick out 
something faulty.”

Warning Given to Presbyterian 
Ministers at Their Monday

TOO MANY MEAN PEOPLE. 


Dr. P. S. Henson, who will leave for New 
York next week, warned the Presbyterian 
ministers of Chicago yesterday against the 
three great perils of the clerical profession— 
perils which the well-known pastor himself 
has face and out of which he has emerged 
with an optimistic view of life. Dr. Henson 
paid the crises he had faced were * building 
& meeting-house, building a parish residence, 


‘and marrying a member of his congrega- 


tion.”’ 

Of these the two first are io be «ounted as 
critical duties of the minister. A wise pas- 
tor may keep clear of ihe third difficulty. 
And yet Dr. Hensen says he came through 
them ali unscathed, showing what it is pos-. 
sible to do. 

Dr.. Henson's warning ‘to pastors about 
marrying was taken with a good deal of 
interest. His marriage to Mrs. Edith Boy-

former wife, created a mild sensation. Mrs. 
Boyden was a leader in Dr. Henson's Sundey 
school. 


All a Joke, Says Dr. Henson. 


After the speech was over Dr. Henson said 
his remark was a joke, and that he was not 
trying to tell of any troubles he had in meet- 
ing the three perils. 

“It isn't entirely original with me,’’ said 
Dr. Henson. “ Youbg ministers will recog- 
nigs the joke. They know how dangerous 
it is to go into a church unmarried and choose 
® member of the congregation. I simply 
teolé my brethren in a humorous sort of way 
that I had encountered all these proverbial 


perils. _ 

“Understand this fact of my having 
walked on perilous ground had no connection 
With my leaving the city for New York. You 
gee, in spite of the fact that I faced these 
perils, they did not injure me. My people 
are anxious to have me stay here. It’s a 
misfortune that people will take a joke 
seriously at times.” 

Dr. Henson, however, proceeded from this 
witticism to do some rather straight-arm 
joking. 
sy long as things are working smoothly,”’ 
he said, “ a pastor finds his parishioners 
good and true, but when he is forced to call 
on them for some sacrifice he finds how 
mean and miserable some of these men and 
women are. The reason a minister wants 
to leave his congregation after building a 
Hew church is that he gets so well ac- 
ouainted with the people he knows they are 
made up of all elements. He learns how 
limfitiess ie the field of excuses and how 
large the army of hypocrites. These are 
the things that try a pastor’s soul.’’

In an ¢ditorial on The Schley ‘ Affair 
One Step More,’ the Chicago Evening Post 
says: | 

“So far as the Navy department is con- 
cerned, the Schley ‘ incident’ is closed. Sec- 
retary Long has cut the knot he could not 
unravel. He has approved the findings of 
fact and the opinion of the full court, and 
the opinion of the majority:as to the points 
on which Admiral Dewey, the only member 
who has known the anxieties and responsi- 
bilfties of active warfare, has differed from 
Admirals Ramsay and Benham.. He has also 
approved ‘the conduct” of the majority in 
making no reference to the question of com- 
mand on July 3, and has indirectly rebuked 
Admiral Dewey for expressing a personal 
opinion on that point. It were unfair to in- 
timate that all this was a foregone con- 
clusion, but it is not unfair to say that M2. 
Long’s opinion is not likely to change the 
popular verdict. 

“The American people believe with the 
Lieutenant General of the army that ‘ Dewey 
has summed up the matter in a clear and 
concise manner,’ and has, irrelevantly, no 
duubt, told the truth. he President and 
the Secretary of War, in the name of cer- 
tain essential principles of discipline, have 
censured General Miles for his violation of 
the rules of official propriety, and no one 
can criticise them for the action, though 
their manner might well have been more con- 
iderate. General Miles ‘ had no business in 
the controversy,’ and he deseryed a mild re- 

uke, But he expressed the true and popular 
sentiment, and the truth is entitled to some 
consideration. 

* No doubt malevolent and petty detract- 
ors in the service resented neral Miles’ 
statement that he had no sympathy with 
the efforts to ‘destroy the honor of an 
officer,’ but we have long ago repud‘atcd 
the ancient doctrine that ‘the greater the 
truth the greater the libel.’ It is rather late 
in the day to invoke the good and honor of 
the service. Neither Dewey nor Miles hurt 
the ‘service’ by brushing aside falsehood, 
malignity, and sophistry and letting in the 
light of justice and common sense. 

‘*And what next? Shall the matter be 
‘ dropped,’ since Secretary Long has spoken? 
No. The American people and their Con- 
gress have the final word. as yet unspoken. 
There are resolutions in Congress recogniz- 
ing Admiral Schley as the victor of Santiago 
and tendering him the thanks of the Ameri- 
can people and their representatives. These 
resolutions must be passed, in spite of every- 
thing that has happened since Friday. It is 
not necessary to assail the Nayy department. 
Secretary Long will shortly retire to private 
life, and his contribution to the unpleasant 
‘affair’ will be charitably forgotten. But 
Congress voices the popular and rational 
judgment, and the people will demand de- 
cent treatment of Schley at the hands of 
their representatives. 

‘* Let the resolution of thanks be adopted, 
and then the controversy will be ripe for 
history. At present we are not done with 
the subject. There is no need of any in- 
vestigation. The court has said nothing 
about the Santiago command, and Congress 
is perfectly free to express its opinion on 
that paramount question. Certain commit- 
teemen are inclined to suppress the pending 
resolution, but committees are not the 
masters of Congress. They can be compelled 
to report, and an adverse report does not 
preclude vindication. The little tyrannies 
and vain imaginings of inflated gentlemen 
with bri#f aufhority are becoming supreme:iz 
ludicrous. The packing of committees will 
be a vain proceeding.”’ et

In an editorial on ‘* Latest Phase of the 
Schley Case,’’ the Chicago Daily News says: 

* President Roosevelt’s purpose in admin- 
istering a sharp rebuke to General Miles for 
hie comments on the Schley verdict is readi- 
ly to be seen. The usage which requires mil- 
itary and naval officers to avoid criticism 
of affairs in their branches of the service 
is well recognized and supported by long- 
standing traditions and precedents. It may 
be accepted, also, that Secretary Long's 
course in approving the majority finding of 
the court of inquiry and by implication re- 
jecting the opinion of Admiral Dewey is in 
accord with precedents. The question of the 
command at Santiago was not considered 
by the court, and Admiral Dewey in dlurting 
out in blunt sailor fashion what he believes 
to be the essential] truth was possibly ex- 
ceeding his legal duties. 

“The fact remains that while the pro- 
cedure has thus been strictly according to 
precedent, and none of the prescribed regu- 
lations of official etiquette has been broken, a 
vast majority of the public is still of the opin- 
fon that both Admiral Dewey and General 
Miles spoke the truth and thought by so do- 
ing to protect a fellow-officer from injustice. 
It has been pointed out already that the ma- 
jority finding of the court of inquiry did 
not take cognizance of some important testi- 
mony contributed by officers who were ina 
position to judge. That fact is fixed in the 
public mind, and although the action taken 
on Saturday presumably marks the official 
close of the controversy it does little to re- 
move this impression. If the officials do 
succeed in closing the controversy now it 
must be admitted that the conclusign of the 
case is not one that is calculated to secure 
public confidence in the management of the 
naval and military affairs of the nation.” 

In an editorial on “It Will Not Be 
Dropped,”’ the Chicago Journal says: 

“ General Miles doubtless deserved the cen- 
sure passed upon him by the Secretary of 
War for his inconsiderate and untimely re- 
marks on the Schley case, but he did not de- 
serve the brusque rebuke verbally given him 
by the President. The official and fermal 
communication from the Secretary of War 
Was all that was sufficient inthe case of so 
distinguished an officer and was humiliating 
enough. We cannot but think that the Presi- 
dent himself will regret on maturer reflection 
his hastiness of speech. 

“ This, in connection with the implied cen- 
sure of Admiral Dewey contained in Secre- 
tary Long’s report on the findings of the 
court of inquiry, will scarcely tend to the 
result, which the President and Secretary 


dropped.’ 

“It will hardly be dropped when so much 
hot blood has been stirred, and when the 
friends of Miles, of Dewey, and of Schley 
have all been aroused to anger at these mani- 
festations of arrogance and partiality. A 
storm has been evoked that cannot now be 
kept out of Congress, and when once there, 
there is no telling where it will end. 

“ Instead of being dropped the Schley case 
has just begun.”’

Falling Off in Shipments to East As- 


of Cars. | 

Cold weather and scaroity of cars com- 
bined were responsible for the falling off 
in east-bound shipments last week. Many 
of the roads were compelled to refuse new 
business, having their hands full of old. 


dulged in. 

Shipments of flour to Chicago last week 
were 190,395 barrels, a decrease of 14,176 
barrels from the previous week, and a gain 
of 52,866 barrels over last year. Grain ship- 
ments were 2,108,000 bushels, an increase of 
18,000 for the week and of 788,000 bushels 
over last year. Provision shipments were 
25,980 tons, a decrease of 846 tons for the 
week and a gain of 2,791 tons over last year. 

' Decrease in Grain Business. 

Last week's grain business of the Western 
roads was the smallest in six months, and 
also the lightest in six years at this season. 
The falling off is attributed mainly to the ex- 
treme cold weather, checking deliveries at 
country stations, and the inability of loco- 
motives to haul their usual train loads. Ag- 
gregate receipts of grain here from the 
West last week were 2,662,000 bushels, a 
decrease of 1,783,000 bushels from the 
previous week, of 8,348,000 bushels from last 
year, and of 1,248,000 bushels from 1899. 

The flour traffic fell off 80,000 barrels last 
week, and receipts were 256,000 barrels, of 
which 94,400 barreéle came over the Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul. At Minneapolis the roads 
are unable to furnish sufficient cars to per- 
mit mills to fill their contracts. Their stor- 
age room is exhausted and they are using 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific cars, 
which cannot be shipped Hast, for storage, 
and millers pay a premium for wheat in

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SULLIVAN GIVES NEW BOND 


OUT OF COURT TILL MOTION FOR 
RETRIAL IS ARGUED. 


If Overruled Appeal Wil Be Taken to 


Higher Court—Bail Fixed at $10,000 | 


Assistant State’s Attorney Says 
Lyuch Indictment Can Wait Till 
Other Cases Are Disposed Of—Talk 
of Disbarment Proceedings—Ban- 
‘quet to Mr. Deneen. 


Alexander Sullivan is out of the courts 
until the conspiracy case in which he was 
found guilty by a jury and fined $2,000 comes 
up again for argument, in three or four 
weeks, on a motion for a new trial. . 

Mr. Sullivan appeared before Judge Smith 
yesterday and gave a new bond in the sum 
of $10,000 pending the court's ruling on the 
motion for a new trial. His bondsmen are 
Peter Fortune, M. W. Kerwin, 332 Dearborn 
avenue; Maurice Curran, 6237 Greenwood 
avenue, and William Gavin, 4247 Wabash 
avenue, ©. M. Hardy, chief counsel for Sul- 
Mvan, asked that the bond be reduced to 
$5,000, but this was opposed by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barnes, and Judge Smith 
ruled that the bond should be kept at the 


original figure. 

| New Trial or Appeal. 

If a new trial is denied by Judge Smith, 
which both sides admit seems probable, Sul- 
livan’s attorneys will ask for an arrest of 
judgment, and if this motion is overruled 
they will sue out a writ of error from the 
higher court. | 

** We contend that the records are full of 
errors,’ said Mr. Hardy yesterday after- 
noon. “In the first place the court rejected 
competent evidence offered for the defense 
and admitted incompetent evidence for the 
State. Th court also gave improper instruc- 
tions for the State and refused instructions 
offered for the defense. We intend to resist 
the verdict of guilty as far as possible.’’ 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes said he 
did not believe the records would show any 
glaring errors and expressed the opinion 
that the verdict would stand. 

‘Tt is not so much the fine of $2,000 that 
we are resisting,'’ said Mr. Hardy, “* but the 
stigma accompanying the jury’s verdict of 
guilty. We certainly will fight any attempt 
to disbar Mr. Sullivan. He is too old a man 
to begin over again.’’ 


Lynch to Be Tried Last. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes said in 
the afternoon that no provision had been 
made for disposing of ex-Bailiff James J. 
Lynch, who was the chief witness against 
Sullivan. ‘‘ There are several of these cases 
yet to be tried,’’ said Mr. Barnes, “ and 
Lynch will probably be needed as a witness. 
On this account itis not Hkely that his case 
will be taken up until the others are disposed 
of. It is not yet known which of the cases 
wil] be taken. up next.”’ 

Although proceedings will be instituted to 
disbar Mr. Sullivan; nothing may be done in 
the matter until after the conspiracy case 
is passed on in the higher court. “ We do 
not want to precipitate any hasty action in 
this matter,”’ said BE. M. Ashcraft, President 
of the Chicago Bar association, “* but when

BERGER ASKS NEW START 


EX-PARTNER OF E. 8. DREYER IN 
BANKRUPTCY COURT, | 


‘Obligations, and Schedules as As- 
sets Two Suits of Clothes, Which Are 
Plaimed to Be Exempt—E. A. Potter 
Largest Creditor, There Being More 
than 1,000 in Al}—No Opposition Ex- 
pected by Petitioner. 


| 

A petition in ptcy was filed in the 
United States Court yesterday by Robert 
Berger, former rtner in the bank of E. 8S. 
Dreyer & Co. e indebtedness schedule 
amounts to $2,008,644, nearly all growing 
out of the failure of the bank. The only as- 
sets named are two suits of clothes, which 
the petitioner claims as exempt. Of the 
total liabilities $1,020,407 is secured, $1,039,- 
236 unsecured, and $34,000 due on notes 
which, Mr. Berger says, ought to be paid by 
other persons. 


Now a Mortgage Broker. 

Mr. Berger is now engaged in business as 
a mortgage broker. His attorney, John H. 
Rollins, saye the former banker is trying to 
forget his old troubles and as a part of these 
he wants to get rid of the debts that con- 
tinue to remind him of the bank failure. He 
satisfied the sentence of court by serving 
a term in the penitentiary, while E. S. 
Dreyer, his former partner, still continues to 
fight the verdict of a jury by appeals to a 
higher court. Dreyer is said to be jointly 
liable with Berger on all the debts scheduled 
in this petition, and unless he seeks relief 
in a similar way the burden of all will fall 


on him. It is probable he will take no steps 


in this direction while he is in jail. 
E, A. Potter Largest Creditor. 


Edwin A. Potter, as receiver of the Na- 


tional Bank of Illinois, is the largest cred- 
itor. He holds notes of the firm of E. S. 
Dreyer & Co., secured by mortgages, the 
total amount of which is $701,761. This sum 
represents the money borrowed by the pri- 
vate banking concern before the failure of 
the national ingtitution, on Dec. 21, 1896. 
Another item scheduled is the claim of the 
West Park Commissioners for $318,170. Mr. 
Berger’s only Hability for this debt is said 
to be that of surety on the bond of E. S. 
Dreyer, who, as treasurer of the West Park 
board, was found to have owed the commis- 
sion that amo 

Over 1,000 claii 
of this number about 700 are in favor of men 
and women who were depositors in the bank 
of E. 8. Dreyer & Co. at the time of the fail- 
ure, Most of these claims are small, but a 
few large ones are as follows: Frank Baier, 
for $21,906; Bertha Greiner, for $12,200; Paul 
Redieske, for $20,882; estate of Silas B. Cobb, 
for $13,000; estate of August Schrenk, for 


$17,396; Helen Kadish, for $14,752; estate of 


George Zeig, for $11,000. Receiver Potter of 


the defunct national bank is algo schéduled | 
as creditor in this list to the extent of $34,000, 


the claims being In his favor as trustee. 

Among the large secured creditors are 
John Heuman, for $25,189, and the estate of 
Jacob Rosenberg for $20,000. Much of the 
indebtedness of the petitioners to the Nation- 
al Bank of Illinols is secured by bonds and 
stocks in various concerns, including a num- 
ber of breweries.
